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The municipal election* all over Ire- 
fand took place Tucaday, January 15. 
So far aa DaUia was concerned the 
greataat iatsrot entered in tbia year's 
Section WH chiefly on ecoonnt of the 
fact that, owing to the extenaion of the 
dty bonndariea, five new ward* are being 
a'I(k'<l to the city area, for which twenty 
new iiifiiihers will lie elected. This will 
i!Krfasc tlie nienil>ers of the Corpjiration 
from sixty, as it stands at present, to 
cixhty, and to afford adequate or. onimn. 
dation for this number the Council cham- 
ber is to be further extended. 

The "added erea," aa it ia familiarly 
known, will mean an addition of 6,000 
electors to the dty bmgaM-roll, an addi- 
tion of 4,125 acres to the city arcs, an 
addition in population of 26,000 awl in 
valuation of close on /100,000. Kilmain- 
liam has a l)ur>;es!--roll of 1,1.71 and will 
consist of only one ward, wliii li will be 
repretented by an .Mdcmian Mini tliree 
Councillors in the new corporation. 
Drunicondra Urban District Council will 
be divided into two wards— the Dnim- 
oondn ward and GJasnevin ward, with 
the roll of l.SM and 1,060 electors re- 
spectively, and thus the existing wban 
district of Drumcondra will be repre- 
8ente<l on the corporation by two Alder- 
men and six Councillors. Clontarf has 
only a burgess-roll of 1,171 electors, but 
it will also have two .Mderinen and six 
Councillors in the new corporation- 
being placed in the same position as 
Drumcondra with 2,3J)2 electors, and it 
will have double the repreaentation of 
Kilmainham with 1,671. Clontarf will be 
divided into two wards, the East and 
West wards, containing 010 and Sfi'.' 
electors respectively. The city is at pres- 
ent divided inkUi&fteen wards, nine on 
IMpwiil 1 1 TPr IT I iiimTnifiT 

the enilKxIied city will comprise twenty 
wards evenly divi<led l>elween the north 
sod aouth sides. Only one nieniher in 
each ward in the city will retire this year 
by rotation, so that election-, will tike 
place in Dublin for fifteen vacancies in 
tlM ei^ praper and twenty ia the incom- 

'"f^e^Mdmam on the north side will, 
by agraement, retire in IWi and on the 
sooth side in 1004. 
The United Irish Usgue will plsy a 

very important part in the forthcoming 
elections, and in alniosl every ward the 
National organization has put forward 
candidates in opposition to the retiring 
members who are not in sympathy with 
the programme, or who voted for the 
address to the Queeu. The following is 
• summary of the candidates and the 
retiring members, with opinions from the 
Dublin press just befere the election : 

In the Arran Qnay ward the retiring 
member is Richard Jones. He has been 
.selected by the Ward Registration Asso- 
ciation, and will again seek re-election, 
but he is being oppose<l by the candidate 
of the rnite<l Irish League, which is 
organizing a very strong and iletermineil 
Opposition to the sitting member. 

In the Inns Quay ward E. L. Richard- 
aon. Labor member, ia retiring, and will 
seeli re^dcctloa, bat he is bdag opposed 
by a Gsndidste put forward by the Ubor 
Electoral Aaaocistion in the person of 
Mr. ritzpatrick. Richardson is a dele- 
gate to the Trades Council, snd that 
body has endorsed the candidature; but 
the Labor Klecloral Association, with 
which Richardson has t»eeii for months 
at loggerheads, has refused to do so, and 
the candidate of that association has also 
baso adopted by the ward branch of the 
UoNbd Irish l>i«M. 

In the Mountjoyward W. J. Leahy, 
another Labor representative, goes oat 
of oflSce this time. He is seeking re- 
election and no opposition has yet been 
spoken of. 

John Long retires in the North City 
ward, and owing, it has been stated, to 
some difference he has had with the ofli- 
dalsof the ward branch of T'nited Irish 
League, he is not seeking re-election. 
The League has adopted Solicitor Crow- 
ley as its candidate, and the only other 
candidate yet spoken of in the ward is 
H'Looghlin, who is being run by the 

In the North Dodr ward B. Hokihan 
will not seek re-«lectioa. Two osndidates 
at least are already ia the field for the 
vacancy— namely John Derwin, who has 

been selected by the branch of the I^eague 
and National Registration Association; 
and T. Byrne, Douuycarney, who is also 
well known in the ward, and who will 
alao be supported by the extreme Na- 
tionalists. 

Dr. Kennedy is the retiring menitier in 
Um Rotunda ward, and it ia understood 
be win seek reflection. A strong candi- 
date will oppoae him in the person of 
Thomas M'Aaley, who is put forward by 
the United Irish League. '"'^^ 

In the Pitzwilliam ward the 



Mayor is the retiring candidate. There 
is pretty sure to be a Nationalist candi- 
date put up in oppoaitioB to Ids lorddiip. 
but as yet no name has been mentiinied 
publicly. It ia believed, however, thst 
the Lord Msyor will be returned, as his 
influence in t*ie ward is very grest. 

Daniel Tilloii, ex-Lord Mayor, goes 
out of office in the Mansion House ward, 
anil will seek re eltclion. flewllllWOp* 
posed by 1'. J. C",eo>;lieK.in. 

In the Merchants' yuay ward Michael 
M'Govem is the retiring Councillor. It 
is doubtful if he will seek re.«lection, but 
in the event of bis doing so he will be 
opposed by Mr, Vaughan, who baa been 
declared the selected candidate of the 
ward branch of the League, M'Govem 
being lU-feati il by a narrow majority at 
the recent |)ulilic meeting. 

.\ndrew Hcattie, a Coiiserv itive Coun- 
cillor, retires iu the Royal ICxchangc 
ward. All the other representatives of 
this ward in the corporation are National- 
ists, and Beattie is now pretty certain 
to meet with opposition if he goes for* 
ward again. No Nationalist candidate 
has, however, been yet mentioned in con- 
nection with the vacancy. 

In the South City ward G orgc Macnie, 
Conservative, is the retiring member, 
and he is likely to be re-clected without 
opposition. 

John Clancy giH-s out in the South 
Dock ward, and it is believed he will be 
again returned unoppoaed. 
■ In Trinity ward uo member retires 
owing to the fact that the ConnciUorship 
vacated by Gerald O'Reilly on hia elec- 
tion to the Aldermanship of the ward a 
few months ago has not been filled up. 
Here tliere are a nunil)er of prospective 
Councillors in the field - namely T. J. 
Fitzgerald, who has the support of the 
Nationalist or>;aniz,itioiis in the ward; 
George T. Moore, who is getting a good 
deal of .Natiouhlist and lalxir support; 
William Nolan, who is also a strong 
Nationalist candidate, and Richard Best, 
who is to run in the interest of the 
Conservstives. 

In Usher's Quay ward Bernard Gor- 
evan retires by rotation, and he is being 
op|)0«ed by .MUert L. .\ltinan, who has 
repeatedly contested other municipal 
elections unsuccessfully in the past. 
Altman p;juounces tbmi be is going for- 
ward id the iotertata of .iM liaagoe sad 
Labor. 

In the Wood^ 'f**^ Francis 

McKeana retires, and will seek re- 
election. Bk has been adopted aa the 
League caadidata. 

In the incoming townships of Drum- 
condra, Clontarf and Kilmaiiiliain the 
greatest interest is being taken in the 
election, and there is a host of candidates 
for municipal honors in each of the five 
wards. 

The election of Mayor for I W) 1-1902 

^fc^ion will , of cnxi ^MrT-^^e an import- 
ant bearing on the ijuestion of who is to 
be Lord Mayor for the ensuing year. The 
present occupant of the civic chair will be 
a caadidate for the LoBd Mayoralty in the 
event of his re-election to the corporation, 
but at the present time even other names 
are mentioned in connection with the 
position, so that there is likely to be a 
contest for the Lord Mayoralty. 

It may be taken for granted that the 
new corporation will be overwhelmingly 
Nationalist. Drumcondra and Glasnevin 
wards are Nationalist strongholds, but 
there is dMogtr thst one or two Conserv- 
atives may creep in owing to the Nation- 
alist split and the auperabnadance of 
Nationalist candidates. In Cloatarf, of 
course, there is a strong Conservative 
vote, and it is possible that a number of 
Conservatives will l>e returned. The re 
suits could not be fully made known 
before Thursday.

The following report was agreed upon: 
"With a view of utilizing the full force 
of the party in Parliamentary warfare we 
recommend that session. il -.t.iiuling coni- 
milteesof the party be appointed to deal 
with till..- following snl.jt cts. viz: 
"hirst — Laml and evicted tenants. 
"Si cond— Congested districts. 
"Third— Lslior. 
"Fourth— Town leoanta. 
"Fifth— Bducation. 
• Sixth— Financial relations. * 
"Seventh — Administration. 
" Eighth— l,ocal government. 
"Niiitli ISiitisli afT.iirs. 
"Tenth l"orei^ii .ifT.iirs. 
"ICleveilth I'riv.ite liill lrni.,latioii, 
"That the members to serve on these 
committees be selected by the Chairman 
and whips. 

"That each committee ha empowered 
to select its own Chairmsa and Secratary, 
and to name additional memben to serve 
in reference to any particular subject. 

"Thst the Chairman of the party be 
ex-ofTicio member of all committees and 
preside at all meetings at which be is 
preaent." 

The Dublin Independent in its leading 
editorial says: 

"The idea underlying this scheme is 
by means^jietir. jj^jsadj;^ of the histor 



qiaeificd topics of public importance waa 
an essential part of its plan of organixs- 

tion. Among the Chairmen of those 
committees were Thomas Davis and the 
Liberator's son, J<iliii O'Connell, and the 
records of the association largely consist 
of most valuable reports which Were pre- 
pared by those committees, and which 
supplied exceptionally good pabulum for 
thoee memben who were also members 
of the House of Commons, aad who hsd 
to carry on the Irish debstes in that as- 
sembly. Whether this precedent was 
present to the minds of the members of 
the existing Irish parly whose recom- 
mendations are nww in question we do 
not know, but whether it was or not, we 
repeat that the underlying idea is a gooil 
one, and quite practicable under certain 
conditions. Indeed thofe who are ac- 
quainted with the ways of Parliament 
must feel thst a regular distribution of 
Parliamentary work such as is now sug- 
gested is necessary to ita efficient per- 
formance. It is an old saying that what 
is everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness, and becomes either wholly neglected 
or is attended lo in a haphazard and 
therefore fruitless way. When the work 
is divided and portions definitely ar- 
ranged to specified persous, it may rea- 
sonably bf hoped that a different result 
will be attained, cspedally in respect of 
securing that no opportunity will be loet 
of raising all Irish questions that press ° 
for inimetliate attention. Two conditiona 
precedent, however, must be fulfilled. 
The proper men, in the first place, must 
be assigneil to each department. On this 
point we are bound to say that if the 
Chsirman of the party and the whips, as 
is suggested, be given the power of selec - 
tion, a (|ir guarantee will be secured that 
the best choice available will be made. 
In the second place sufficient funds must., 
be supplied for the maintenance of the 
members of the party at their posts. 
Whatever may be said as to certain ind- 
dentsof the Uile election and as to certain 
events which precede<l il and followed it, 
the Irish party now constituted will be 
taken to repre.sent Ireland at Westmin- 
ster, and it should be afforded a fair chance 
of realizing Ita programme. It will not 
receive that chance if it is laciking Ainu 
means' which ought to be at the disposal ' 
of every Parliameatary organisation. If 
that meana ia forthcoming, then we have 
no hesitation in saying thst the proposed 
distribution of Parliamentary work may I 
well lead to important practical resulM I 
for the country at laige."

It was not only unwar 
ranted, but Mr. Knott is not con- 
sidered a fighter, besides he is a 
cripple, yet he gave the Judge the 
worst of it, and hut for interfer 
cnce, would doubtless have 
given him the 4rubbing he de- 
ser\'ed. Some people seem to have 
an idea that lu-wspaper men c, n not 
fight as well as write. Judge 
Buckley seems to^have belonged to 
that class, but has doubtless chang- 
ed his mind in the past few days. 
Luck fevor some folks, for had 
Judge Buckley attacked some news- 
paper men we know the result 
might have been more serious to 
him. Greater men than Judge 
Huckley have tried to bully the 
pres.s, but failed. No newspaper 
man worthy of his calling can be 
bullied ; he may, like other people, 
make mistakes, and, when ap- 
proached in the proper way, cor- 
rect them, bnt he will not be bullied. 
Newspaper men sometimes«exag- 
gerate, but newspaper men do not 
publish all they know about Judges 
and other people. If they did the 
world would be shocked ; besides 
some things are uuprintable — a 
fact that some kickers against ths 
press forget. 



dcavoring to protect the criminal, 

and in ordering the arrest and pun- 
ishment of the lynchers is proper 
and in their line of duty. Bnt 
while we do not appcov* of lyndi- 
ing, concede that it is in violation 
of law and morals, we protest that 
the outlawry is not with the 
lynchers. Lynching is not confined 
to any section of our country or 
class of our people ; it has occurred 
in every part of it, and the par- 
ticipants are generally the respect- 
able element, besides the fact that 
lyuchers arc not punished is due 
to the fact that the people will 
not furni.sh a jury to convict 
rather than any defect in the 
law which has been clearly and 
flagrantly viofaited. So that if 
lynchers are outlaws and lynching 
an evidence of outlawry, the Ameri- 
can people who engage in it, toler- 
ate it, fail to panish it when the 
law furnishes the means, are out- 
laws. A conclusion logical from 
the argument, but which as a fact 
we deny. On the contrary, the 
American people are the most obe 
dient and respectful of thS law of 
all people. Otherwise their Gov- 
ernment, based on popular consent, 
and lacking arbitrary power and 
military force to su8tain*it, could 
not long exist. 

Bat it is inherent in the Ameri 
can people to have, even if they 
have to fight for it, safety and pro 
tectiou of life, liberty and property, 
and they believe government and 
law are to give and guarantee them 
these things. So long as they are 
thus protected by the law there is 
no occasion to take the matter into 

its defects, or aa is more connoa, 

officials by neglect, connivance, or 
juggling, fail to prevent or promptly 
punish crime, the American people 
swiftly and effectively do what would 
not have been necessary had the law 
and officials done their part. Besides 
outlawry brings a condition of crime; 
a lynching brings order, peace and 
safety to a community. 

Lynching is wrong, but so loug 
as the cause of it exists it will occur ; 
remove the cause — prevent, sup- 
press, punish crime by the prompt 
enforcement of law— and lyncbings 
will cease.

AMERICANS AND BOERS. 

The dispatches from South Africa, 
via London, give details of Dutch 
meetings adopting reaolationa in 
opposition to continuing the war 
and favoring peace on the terms 
named in 'Gen. Kitchener's proc- 
lamation. As these meetings are 
held under British "protection," 
and the Boers keep on fighting, the 
dispatches are doubtless intended 
to cheer up the BngUsh at home 
with the idea that the people of the 
Dutch districts really oppose the 
Boer reristance and dedre British 
control. This may deceive the ig- 
norant. In this country, however, 
where it is no uncommon occurrence 
for a few men to bold meetings and 
adopt reslat;ons and protests in the 
name of the i>eopIe — the people 
knowing uotbiug of them till pub- 
lished—such "popnlar demonstra- 
tions' ' have no effect. 

Notwithstanding these • reported 
meetings of the Dutch, the Knglish 
are really on the defensive, not only 
in the Transvaal and Orange Free 



posed in the country, approaching 
nearer day by day. Kitchener, pen- 
ned up in Pretoria, reiterates his 
appeal for more troops, seconded 
by Roberts in London, and all the 
British Ministry have their heads 
together to devise relief ere it is 
too late : their plans subverted by 
the rapid changes in the situation, 
the Boers being ever on the move, 
either defeating or eluding pursu- 
ers, disappeaiTng and then bobbing 
Op always stronger and nearer to 
the fortified British positions. It 
seems that London did well to in- 
definitely postpone the jubilee of 
the end of the Boer war. Bnglanci 
is more at sea in South Africa than 
ever in her fifty years of conquest 
in that region, with no prospect of 
early victory bnt a posaiUlity of 

defeat. 

The Boer war, in some respects, 
is beginning to assnme^he features 
of the American Rcvdution in its 
second year ; the British force in 
South Africa is much larger than it 
wnsat any time in America, hot the 
Boes are also better armed, more 
united and disciplined than were 
the Americans ; the British held the 
cities, the Americana were "roving 
bands" of rebels, just as the Boers 
were a few weeks ago : the Tories 
were opposed to the war and 
favored British rule, just as the 
"loyal Dutch" are reported in 
South Africa ; the rebellion was 
"crushed," the leaders were ref- 
ugees in the forests and swamps, 
several being captured and exe- 
cuted, villages and farm houses 
burued, ju.st as the British are 
now doing in South Africa; the 
Americans were unable to show an 
army to give a battle, lacked arms, 
horses, artillery, even food, ammu- 
nition and dothing, but despite all 
thia and the offers of amnesty and 
reward, persisted in their guerrilla 
warfare, at times combining their 
forces, striking a blow, scattering 
and vanishing, as the Boers are 
doing ; the Americans had no fleet, 
their ports were held or blockaded 
by the enemy, were cat off from all 
supplies and war munitions, a dis- 
advantage not affecting the Boers 

In this way the American Revo- 
lution went '"•^^Ji^4tt¥¥f1'*rr^^ 



uced to han 
ship and suffering, as at Valley 

Forge ; the dogged persistence of 
the American rebels finally defeated 
and captured the trained British 
armies. The Americans during these 

trying times sent representatives to 
Europe to appeal for aid, as the 
Boers are doing, but met with a 
like result — sympathy, bat no na- 
tion dared give them recognition, 
not even France, though Layfayette 
was permitted to come to America 
with his followers and aid the 
rebels on their own responsibility 
as Frenchmen and Americans are 
aiding the Boers. The Boers have 
the patriotism, courage and finu' 
ness of purpose of the American 
colonists ; they have thus far re- 
sisted a larger, more thoroughly 
equipped army, commanded by 
abler officers, and have maintained 
a better equipped and disciplined 
force and controlled their country 
against the invader than did the 
\mericans. The Americans won 
liberty. May history be repeated 
aba the Boers do likewise.

the Catholic Church. And, indeed, were 
there no other proof of her heavenly 

origin and supernatural guidance, her 
marvelouii career during the era just 
closed wonld assuredly stamp her as 
divine. 

nle ig e Ue;! ''tTn^iSfcLi^'^^.ff t»>e Ute century 
hunted in many lands. In Ireland, for 
instance, the priest and his flock were 
just emerging from the catacombs, so to 
speak. And though, for eighteen years 
previous, Ireland had a I'arliament of 
her own, it was exclusively a Proteatant 
I'arliament. Catholics were debarred 
therefrom and Catholic emancipation was 
antagonised by efsn ench sterling patri- 
oU aa Efoary Flood. It was twenty-one 
years later that the freedom of Catholic 
worship waa officially recognized, when 
the long-riveted chains were smashed by 
the giant O'Connell. 

In England, with rare exceptions, the 
Catholics were few and poor. It took 
fifty years more ao re-establish the hier- 
archy there, and the tolerated little 
chapels of Catholic worship wars con- 
fined to dark alleys and backward straeta. 
What a change when the vlulity and 
divine attraction of Rome drew to the 
poor despiaed Church in the Itritish Isles 
the radiant hosts of the Tractarian move- 
nitnl, luaded by Newman. Planning, 
Wilberforce, I'aber aud the le.st — the 
flower of the Mtiglish universities and 
the glory of Anglican Proteaantism. Re- 
ferring to those msrveloiu conversions in 
England, Gladatone, more In sorrow than 
in anger, deckred that when Newman 
fell (?) he drew down with him a third 
of the Anglican heavens I 

In France — yes. the Prance of St. Louis 
and the gentle Genevieve— the Chsrch 
was still hated and the Cros-, cursed, 
for the streets of I'aris were ytt stained 
by the stri'.iniiiig hlood of the Revolu- 
tion, when Marat, Robespierre, Danton 
and others, like so many furies from hell, 
publicly blasphemed God, turned the 
beautiful city into recking ahamblea 
where were murdered, amid horrible 
oaths, Prance's noblest sons and daugh- 
ters, aud placed .upon the high altar of 
Notre Dame a natorious prostitute for 
the homage of [nnple. 

As for (leriiKiuy — tlie tieriiiaiiy of 
Luther and iiicst wf llie bU ssed "reform- 
ers" — the Cliutcli had then no place in 
that evangelical land. Today she is a 
factor of power to t>e reckoned with in 
Luther's land, 9nd in matters of state 
holds the balance of power. 

At the bqflnning of the Nineteenth 
centnry, outride the Maryland of the 
Calverts, Catholics were few and for the 
most part objure. The intolerant apirit 
of the Puritans would have them not, 
and pursued "popery" wherever it found 
it with the same dark hatred that ani- 
mated Cromwell's soul. 

Contraat those crude outlines of the 
condition of the Church in the landa we 
hnvc mentioned with the position she 
holds in those countries todsy and 
will not the bitterest enemy of the 
Catholic name be compelled to exclaim :

The appalling developments in the 
South .African .situation are causing the 
deepe.st consternation in London, says 
the World cable dispati hes. It is now 
nearly three months since the British 
army found it possible to act on the 
offensive, while every day there are fresh 
accounts of the daring tactics of the 
Boers, who are acting upon a plan con- 
ceived with eonsnawto skill snd exe- 
cuted with smatisg Istftptdity and re- 
source to cut off l^ord Kitdiencr's com- 
muiucations with iMth the Cspe snd 
Natal. 

The position of affairs in Cape Colony 
is wrapt in mystery owing to the scanti- 
ness of the information passed by the 
censor, but it is divined from the general 
purport of the news thst the immediate 
outiodk Is of the gravest possible charac- 
ter. AH manner of panicky proposals 
are printed for raising fresh levies of 
volunteers here, including a suggested 
sunmions to the City Imperial Volun- 
teers, but Kitchener's need is capable 
mounted rilli Mu ii, fur |o,n(Xj of whom he 
urgently appcalc<l immediately after I.oril 
Roberts resigned his command. 

The Government is able to do nothing 
yet to meet this need, though it is stated 
thst orders have b^u issued to release 
every monntad regular at h o M and in 
the colonies and for immediate transport 
to Cape Town. The determinstion to 
sulxlue the Boers at all costs is expressed 
as resolutely as ever, but there is none of 
the enthusiasm displayed a year ago, and 
recruiting has fallen to the lowest point 
in a quarter of a century. 

The history of the American colonies 
is repeating itself with fatal fidelity. 
Delegatee from the Afrikander Bund are 
coming to appeal against the contlnnsnoe 
of a policy calculated to lead to the loss 
of South Africa, as delegates came from 
America. The Afrikander emissaries are 
informed by the war press and party that 
their mis.sion is a fool's errand, as were 
the .American delegates in former days. 

The paralysis of Kitchener's vast and 
scattere<l army is apparently complete 
and in gloomy contrast to the inces.sant, 
unchecked activity of the Boers. Soldiers' 
letters home have been stopped and the 
officers' lacm ri|«i«sMy casaomd, 
owing to the bed fan pr sssion created by 
their spiritless, depre s s e d tenor. 

It is officially rumored that Kitchener 
is developing a scheme for crushing the 
Boer commandoes in Cape Colony, but 
confidence has been shaken in the effi- 
cacy of his tactics. A perfect stampede 
of wealthy South Africans ia taking ^ace 
from Cape Town, where enormons pre- 
miums sre offered fbr psissgss bone, not 
only in liners but even on cargo steamers. 

HAPPY UNION. 



The announcement of the sudden death 
of I'eter Hart last Sunday morning was a 
shock to the luists of frien<ls and acquaint- 
ances of one ol the best known Irishmen 
in the Kast Ivnd, where he had resided 
for more than half a century. The de- 
ceased, who was seventy-five years old, 
was annuing his grandchild when be was 
stricken with heart diaeaae. Mr. Hart 
was the father of Mia. John Glenn, with 
whom he resided at 1418 Payne street, 
and it is said was singing an Irish song 
to her little ones when the fatal stroke 
came. Mis funeral took place Tuesday 
morning from St. Aloysius' church, and 
the large attendance at the impressive 
obsequies attested the high esteem in 
which he was held by people of all
